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Applicants elected the method and compositions for treating cancer wherein the metal 
chelatable agent in Zncl2 without traversed in Paper No. 9. Applicants further amended claims 
1-22 drawn to an "agent bonded to said 8-hydroxyquinoline". 

The claims are therefore being restricted between the following two groups. 

Group I: Claims 1-22 drawn to compositions containing a chelatable metal agent 
bonded to said 8-hydroxyquinoline and a carrier. 

Group II: claims 23-33 drawn to methods for treating cancerous lesions employing a 
composition containing 8-hydroxyquinoline, a chelatable metal agent and a carrier.
